two municipalities were affected. 

Earlier last wee}; at a meeting 
in Newmsrhet, the northern mun- 
icipalities whose county levies 
would be doubled if Toronto^s 
scheme is allowed, placed them- 
sel^'es squarely with the munici- 
palities included in the amalga- 
mation proposal in their fjght 
against it 



Th^ county generally favors a 

county metropolitan scheme as an 
alternative to the Toronto pro- 
posal. Such a scheme would en- 
able the unification of civic ser- 
vice, major prop in the Toronto 
proposal, without forfeiting the 
municipal Independence of the 
suburbs. 

If the board rules in favor of 
hearing the Toronto proposal in 
its present form, it is likely a 
date will be set for some time 
this month- 

Following the Newmarket 
meeting, there was a meeting 
of York county council during 
which the council*s stand was de- 
fined and determination to oppose 
the Toronto proposal re^stated.

Net 'Inevitable' at all 

The Globe and Mail simply cannot bring itself 
to believe there are two sides to the amalgamation 
issue. With its habitual pretention to omniscience, it 
announces that it is "too late for argument". An 
editorial Saturday under this title announces: 

"The ultimate fact alw)ut amalgamation, annex- 
. ation, unification, or whatever it may be called, is that 
it is inevitable. It is one of the stages in the develop- 
ment of every large, modern city, and this hapiwns to 
l>e the time when Greater Toronto must face the facts 
of its present and its future, I-ooked at honestly and 
without prejudice, these facts lead but to one conclus- 
ion — that only by union can the erjuality of services, 
balancing of tax revenues and comprehensive planning 
necessarj'' to a great urban area, be achieved." 

This is pure drive! and the Clobe and Mail should 
know it. Toronto wants to amalgamate the suburbs 
|}ecause of the tax revenues they represent. If the 
city was concerned only with "e*iua!ity of service" and 
"comprehensive planning", it couhl have had them long 
ago through inter-municipal commissions of the tyi)C 
which exist under county administration, "Balancing 
of tax revenues" is the vague:it sort of pluasing. Does 
it mean that the suburbs; should help pay the city*t{ 
costs? If so, why? There is no reasonable answer 
to that question. 

Rut to insist that amalgamation is inevitable siniply 
Iwcausc of precedent is the height of casuistry. The 
bigger Toronto lx?comcs, the bigger it must Iwconie to 
support itself. If the eity is permittetl to amalgamate 
the subuibs now, it will be but a foretaste of what 
will happen 20 years hence. Big cities are economically 
unsound, as the exi>oriencc of Toronto itself indicates. 
Why then, encourage further growth? It offers no 
iwrnjanont solution to Toronto's baaic problem of fin- 
ancing itself by realty taxes, 

Now is the time to check Toronto's growth, not 
20 yeai-s from now when present difficulties will be 
nujitiplied. Why encourage the fallacy that more land 
will mean the city's economic relief and the suburbs 
and the rest of the county whose taxes will l)e all 
raised if amalgamation is i^n'mittod should make the 
willing sacrifice? 

Now is the lime to explore the possibilities of 
income and other forms of taxation iis the means to 
, maintain the city at its present size. There is no 
reason why the Glol>c ami Mail's "inevitability" l>ccaiise 
of precedent should |>ci^ist in blinding its readei^ to 
aUernatives. 
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TJie residts of The Eva and Express poll on the 
parking meters shows an approximate majority of two 
to one in favor of the metei-s. Of some pertinence, 
however, is the fact that the majority of those who 
opiwse the meters arc out of town shoppers reprcsenla- 
live of a large share of the business dojie by Newmar- 
ket businessmen,

Many of those opposing meters objected to them 
as an irritation quite out of pi^oportion to the good they 
do- No one likes to \>e subjected to the impei'sonal res- 
triction of a clock on the end of a pole. It is n consider- 
ation worth making note of in a shopping centre where 
services are sold as well as goods. 
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Our own conclusion, after listening to both sides of 
the question for the past two weeks, is this: it would 
have been better for Newmarket if it could have avoided 
the installation of the meters- The parking situation 
being what it was, however, there was no choice but the 
meters. Atl-day parked, and a faint regard for the 
needs of others were two main reasons why the meters 
were installed, It is little credit to the businessman who, 
while dependent upon the business that came to them 
from Slain St-, helped discourage it by parking all day 

in front of their places of business when they might 

have used a side street 

Newmarket is an easier town to shop in nowadays 
because of the meters, but because the metera had to be 
installed, Newmarket lost some of its pi^stige. Per- 
haps that prestige can be regained by an increased effort 
to give customers improved set^vice in other ways. At 
the very least, those whose careless exercise of privilege 
when they should have been extending sendee might 
i-eflect upon the inevitable consequences of offended 
customers. 



Risins costs to farmers 

The insistence of Mr, J, I!, Wesson, pnjsident of 
the Saskatchewan Wheat Pool, that costs to the farmers 
must be i-educed (Era and Express, April 27) is echoed 
by Mr- V. S. Milburnc, secretary of the Ontario Fe<l- 
eralion of Agriculture. Mr. Wesson was si}eaking to 
the railways who were told that a strike was pix)for- 
rable to increased wages which would be inevitably in- 
flected in higher freight costs to the farmer. 

Mr- Milburne speaks to all of industry and labor. 
"The farmers of Canada will have to insist that labor 
and industry cease demanding pay and profit increases/' 
he is <!UOted- "The farmers are the only jieople in the 
nation whose income is being reduced. Labor is de- 
manding and getting higher and higher wages, which 
results in higher production costs for the farmer at the 
very time his income is reduced. There has to be a 
change." 

Canada produces an agriculture surplus which must 

be disposed abi'oad at prices which are pi-cvaiUng on 

tlie world markets. As farm costs have risen, Camulian 

fai-mers have i>riced themselves off those markets. If 

they arc to regain them, they must reduce costs, but 

when so much of their costs are subject to the increasing 

demands of labor theirs hjis the api>ei\rance of a hopeless 

task. 

It is very nmch to the advantage of labor to heed 

the farmci-s" situation. As he is s<iueczed between rising 
costs and low world prices, his power to purchase, ii^nd 
a subsequent demand for goods is correspondingly re- 
duced. The demanrls of hd)or have little meaning un- 
less they take into account these economic facts, 



Another aspect of tlie farm cost situation is out- 
lined in the following statement from Dr. It II. llannam, 
presidera of the Canadian Federation of AgiicuUure: 

"The government's announcement of a five-cent 
ixHiuction in the floor price for butter will be a matter 
of grave concern for dairy producers across Canathu 

"In llieir discus-siuns with Mr. Gardiner, rein^escn- 
latives of our dairy farmers had presented a proposal 
whereby the floor price for butter wonhl bo towered 
seven cents, providing a substantial reduction in jirice 
to consumers, and the revolving fund of the prices 
support board used to provide a supplementary pay- 
ment to butter producers as was done during the war 
to maintaiJi the inicc return to the producer at the 
same level as during the past year, 

*'The government did not see fit to accept our i-cc^ 
onmiendation, probably l>ecanse of the government out- 
lay which nught be involved. However, it might bo 
I>ertinent to imint out that any imporlant tlccline in the 
purchasing power of farmers, which will result from a» 
continuation of the downward trend of farm prices, 
while pro<luction costs remain high, nught well lend to 
a nuieh greater expenrliture on the part of the govern- 
ment for unemployment relief than would be involved 
in any such program Jis we have suggostett 

"The consunung public of Canada should bo made 
fully aware of the effect of the loss l)cing taken by 
dairy farnici-s in this resi>cct. If we put it on n basis 
of wage return to the farmer, the rate of return to the 
dairy proilueor for milk for butter at 511 cenU is very 
low indeed, and this is at a time when wage rates in 
industry are at a iicak, and demands l)oing made for 
higher rates, when costs to the dairy farmer arc not 
coming down, but are going up. Vcctl prices arc at 
the highivst level for many yoara, and some other cost,H 
arc continuing to increase, 

"All in all the situation is distinctly discouraging 
to our dairy farmers who luui evei-y right to oxijcct that 
their own returns would be kept at loast reasonably li\ 
line with their costs," 
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^he trouble with the trout

back, barren, foresaken hills?"

Anglers in the bush nrc a 
subject of much contemplation. 
Uncle Wellington muy poke 
fun at the brain poweis of tie 
bush dweller. Yet think on it. 
The city onelc^r fights at life all 
winter till his nervotis system 
is like a set of ovcrtitthl piano 
wires Just so's he ear. go fishing 
and enjoy hinuclf. The trapper 
enjoys himself all year round. 
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From Sholburne district 
comes the suj^gostion of co- 
operative nursing homes. Shel- 
burnc district has one of the 
most progrespive co-operative 
groups in Ontario. 

Some 150 years ago Toronto 
was known as "Muddy York." 
Yongc St. was a trail through 
the bush. Along this trail were 
settlements of people witii n 
system of livtni; that we today 
w'nuld do well to consider. 

When a young couple v/ere 
married by way of a working 
boo, a log house and stable 
were built and some land clear- 
ed. This was given to the 
young people to help them 
The elders of the .scltlc- 
saw that there was al- 
food and shetlor for 
everyone.

The ticople complied with 

those thlntjs because it wns 

right and they could not get 

along in a new country alone* 

As the cnuntry became more 

thickly papulalcd, people began 

to break nway from community 

assi.'itancc.

This 
system has not worked out too 
well. '^Everyone for himself" 
has worked out fine for some 
and not so good for others.

Wo read today that one man 
can buy controlling or voting 
shares and control many indus- 
tries. This cannot happen in 
co-operatives. Tn co-operatives, 
one member — one vote and no 
more. Sometimes this control- 
ling interest !n industry docs 
not work too well for the con- 
sumer. The principle of co-op- 
eration is justice and fairness 
to all. tn some eases in apply- 
ing co-operation the principle 
is not held to clasely enough 
and a wrong impression is 
given, contributing to the 
welfare of others btdU charac- 
ter in our pioneer people. 

To .study and apply co-oper- 
ation is to contribute, not to 
receive. True, you can l>oIonfi 
to a co-op. and not have any 
character building, but you 
cannot sindy and apply co^op' 
eratiou without your scope of 
thinking becoming broader; 
your sense of duty to society 
and your comnumity develop- 
ing. Cooperation can take you 
out of what could l>e called n 
rut of thinking. Organized co- 
operation can embrace every 
phrase of our life or in other 
words is a way of life. 

To some people co-operallon 
is a system of doing business 
that you can by some way get 
more for what you have to sell, 
and buy for less. To study co^!: 
operation is to gain knowledge, 
to give instruction in a better 
way to live, and to contribute 
something to the welfare of our 
follov^' men.

The Township of Vaughan was 
opened for settlement and named 

after Benjamin Vaughan, one of 

the British commissioners, who 
signed the Treatv of Versailles in 
1733 with the United States of 
America. Its area is 67,007 acres. 
Quakers from Pennsylvania were 
among the first to settle here. 

The first map and record of 
the town of York was made by 
command of Lt.-Gov. Simcoe, by 
the surveyor, Alexander Aitken. 
This map was discovered in 1900 
in a vault in London, England, 
by John Ross Robertson, where 
it had Iain for 100 years. It now 
forms part of the Robertson col- 
lection.- 

John Countryman built a saw- 
mill on the west bank of the 
Humber River near the present 
site of Weston. 

William Osgoode, executive 
councillor and speaker (Septem- 
men 1792) of the legislative 
council, was appointed the first 
chief justice of Upper Canada. 
Osgoode Hall bears his name. 

John Scadding, father of Rev, 
Henry Scadding, D,D., Toronto, 
settled at York in 1792 on his ar- 
rival from England where he had 
been manager of the Simcoe es- 
tate at Waifordi Devon. He re- 
ceived a grant of 250 acres of 
land on the west bank of the

necessary for the government to 

set up an agency with power to 
purchase any or aU the product 
offered if and when it reaches 
the minimum price. _ _ 

'No Easy Task' 

'"The government agency must 
then find a way of disposing of 
any product that it acquires- 
This is not an easy task unless 
the government is prepared to 
destroy the surplus. If it is of- 
fered in world markets, it must, 
according to Geneva agreements, 
be priced at not less than cost, 
otherwise the vendor will be ac- 
cused of dumping and the product 
will be subject lo conteryailing 
duties which make the cost pro- 
hibitive lo countries that might 
be customers. In the final analy- 
sis no country is likely to permit 
another country to dump pro- 
duets to the detriment of its own 
producers/' 

Speaking of the Ontario far- 
mer, Mr_ Watson said that most 
of the land in this province has 
l>cen cultivated for more than a 
century, A greater part of the 
soil is in a lower state of fertil- 
ity than it was at the beginnrng 
of the century. If economical 
production is to be maintained, 
soil fertility should be the first 
consideration of the farmer and 
particularly the young man who 
intends to make this vocation his 
life work. 



"It is generally agreed/' he 
sard, "nial soil ftrlilily cannot 
be maintained or increased unless 
nioru Inn^l IS seeded to hay and 
pasUire crops. Tliis forces the 
Ontario farmer to adopt a policy 
of aijimal agriculture. Animal 
agriculture rc<|uires more skill 
and effort anil perhaps presents 

more ha/anls than any other type 

of farming. . . Throughout the 
yt-ars it has been easier to sell 
a good product than a poor one 
and moreover the high quality 
product htis always commanded a 
higher price. . . 

Comumer Scis Price 

"In the final analysis, barring 
artificial price supports, the con- 
sumer determines the price. As 
a consequence cost of production 
is of greater significance than 
market price in that the producer 
can exercise a greater degree of 
control over that factor, - _ The 
farmer must determine which 
factor has the greatest influence 
on production costs," 

The speaker went into costs in 
various classes of livestock and 
then turning to grain he said 
that the western farmer can pro- 
duce grain cheaper than the far- 
mer in eastern Canada* but add- 
ed costs must be figured before 
western grain roaches the east. 

"These costs can be reduced if 
our eastern farmers have as 
their objective greater yields 
from their acres/* he declared. 
"This is a feat than can be ac- 
complisheti by adoption of a 
proper system of crop rotation, 
use of improved varieties and 
the judicious application of fer- 
tilisers. Greater yield per acre 
means more animal units per 
farm or what is equally import- 
ant livestock that is better fed/'
